EY ARE OUT OF TOWN. 

Speculative stocks are exceed- 
ingly high in price, and have been so 
for many months. The bull influence 
in the market has been supreme. 
There is no disguising the fact that 
the railroads of the country are earn- 
ing a great deal of money and in spite 
of the betterments that are being made 
and the extension of feeders for the 
trunk lines, the dividends from these 
companies have been very liberal. 
This, of course, is the basis of value 
for the stocks. That the earnings of 
the roads are likely to be as large this 
year as last is also something not to 
de Bainsaid. This is more or less the 
case with other stocks, notably cop- 
pers and smelters. 

While this is true, people of large 
experience in the market have not 
hesitated. to give the public due warn- 
ings that the prices of these stocks 
are exceedingly high and therefore 
more or less dangerous as investments. 
There are certain facts which have 
come to the surface within the last 
few days which would seem to cor- 
roborate the views of these conserva- 
tive operators. It is exceedingly sig 
nificant that Rockefeller, Rogers, and 
half a dozen others of the biggest 
operators “on the street“ are at the 
present time known to be in Europe. 
If Morgan is not there he has either 
sailed or is about to sail.

owed by the 100-year-old mission olive 
trees, lives Setimo Moraqua and his 
littie family of wife and two “nifios.” 
Moraqua is a real product of the mis- 
sion. He was born in one of the mis- 
sion buildings, as were his mother be- 
fore him, and her mother before her. 
With olive picking; orange and lemon 
gathering Moradua finds all the em- 
ployment he wishes—enough to supply 
the simple needs of the little family, 
and he has no ambition to leave the 
Place which has always been his home. 
SCENE OF POMP. 

Probably at none of the California 
missions was there more pomp and 
“high life’ than at the Mission San 
Fernando. There the government lo- 
cated troops of soldiers, and life at this 
mission was far from the one of som- 
Der coloring which attaches itself to 
some of the Franciscan settlements. 
In the military quarters there was 
feasting, an offset to the fasting t the 
padres. Many notable and historical 
gatherings were held at this point. 

San Fernando was an important 
point in the chain of missians. r the 
go of completing this chain from 

n Diego northward, it was necessary 
to establish a post between San Gabriel 
and San Buenaventura, and the au- 
thorities selected the Reyes Rancho, 
called by the Indians “Achois Comi- 
havit.” This selection was made on 
September 8, 1797. 

Father Superior Lasuen, assisted by 
Padre Francisco Dumetz, in the pres- 
ence of troops and a large number of 
Indians, dedicated the new mission 
San Fernando Rey de Espania. 

At the opening of, the mission Father 
Francisco Javier Uria became asso- 
clated with Father Dumetz, and both 
labored there until after 1800. Ten 
children were baptized the first day, 
and thirteen adult Indians were re- 
_ ceived into the mission in October. 
The first marriage was solemnized at 
this mission, October 8, 1797. 

The adobe church was Dbiessed in 
December, 1806. During the first de- 
cade of the mission the neophtes in- 
creased to 95, and the deaths were a 
little more than half the number of 
baptisms. 

In 1804 a controversy arose over the 
land boundaries, and the Franciscans 
successfully protested against the 
granting of Camulos Rancho to Fran- 


cisco Avila. 

On December . 1812, the same year 
that Mission San Juan Capistrano was 
destroyed. an earthquake shock 
cracked the church walls so seriously 
that thi new beame had to be 
plaved to support the walls, and in 1818 
the new chapel was completed. 

ONCE, THOUSAND ON ROLLS. 

Mission San Fernando reached the 
highest figures in its population in 1819, 
when there were 1080 people on the 


ed ten leagues east and west from 
Tajunga Mountains to Ataguama 
Mountains, and five leagues north and 
south from the ranchos San Francisco 
de la Mission and Simi towards San 
Gabriel and Sanja. 

The mission was confiscated in 1834, 
and Antonio del Valle as comisionado, 
took charge of the estate. During of 
the whole of its occupation by the 
* Franciscans there were 2839 baptiems, 

of whom 1415 were Indian adults, and 

1367 were Indian children, and fifty- 

s@ven were children de razon.” There 

were 2028 deaths, and 848 marriages, of 
which fifteen were “de razon.” 

The mission was restored to the fath- 
ers in 1843, and there were 300 Indians 
there at that time. It was again taken 
by the government through Pio Pico in 
December, 1845, and leased to Andreas 
Pico and Juan Maneo at an annual 
rental of $1120. 

On June E. 1844, Gov. Pio Pico sold 
othe mission to Eulogio de Celis for 814. 
600, and he was to support a mission- 
ary and supply the necessaries for di- 
vine worship, and also to give the In- 
dians the use of the lands they occu- 
pied during their lifetimes. 

The last of the Franciscans to re- 
side at the Mission San Fernando was 
Padre Bias. When the church finally 
came into the possession of the mission 
again, there were but 100 acres of the 
once magnificent principality held by 
the Franciscans. This, however, cov- 
ers the sites of all the main buildings. 

THE RESTORERS. 

The Carmelites, who will come to re- 
Store this mission, are but little 
known in this part of the country. The 
order's beginning is shrouded in mys- 
tery and has given rise to many dis- 
‘Ctssions in theological circles. 

Its authentic. history begins at the 

lod of the Crusades to the Holy 
nd, in the twelfth century, when the 
religious hermits of Mount Carmel 
were united into one congregation

The Carmelites hold all their goods 

in common, and private property is 
entirely excluded. The order spread 
throughout Europe. and in 1212 it 
founded monasteries in England. The 

Members of the order were known as 

the “White Friars.” because of the 

color of their manties. 

At one time the order was almost ex- 
terminated in the East by the mas- 
Sacres and oppression of the Moham- 
medans. The Carmelites came to 
‘America in 1864 from Bavaria, and 
Were received by Bishop Miege of 
Leavenworth, Kan. They soon spread 
to other States, and a provincial house 
was established at New Baltimore. 
The settlement at San Fernando will 
be the first in this territory. ;
